THE COURSE FLOODED.

“NO BETTING ” 
FIASCO. 


Three times within the last eight days the fact 
that there has been “no betting” has been. re- 
corded by those. responsible for the task of returning 
starting prices from the racecourse. In the: Melton 
Steeplechase at Leicester yesterday, in spite of the 
fact that there were eight runners, and that the 
race bore an open appearance, bufiness was so had 
and bets so few that the hookmakers were unable 
to form a market. They vainly offered 3 to 1 the 
field, but up tp the time of the “off” there were 
practically no bets struck, as the competitors, being 
practically unknown made little appeal to backers, 
a'though some triflirts wagers were made while the 
horres were competing. The starting price returns 
are, however, compiled from the etate of the market 
at the “off,” no notice being taken of subsequent 
transactions. 

It will be recalled that at Plumpton last Mon- 
day, in the Plompton Steeplechase, no betting was 
returned, but this was excusable, as there were only 
two ranners, and hackers refused to lay prohibitive 
odds on Hugh O'Neill, who was thought to be im- 
measurably superior to his solitary opponent, 
Worlington. 

A smilar contretemps occurred at Windsor fast 
Thursday, when no return. could he compiled for 
the betting upon the Ivor Selling Tlandicap Hurdle

From 
figures secured from Lancashire, where feed- 
ing experiments had been carried out, the 
average amount of meal daily required for 
the porker; or small pig, was 4,11b. and for 
the bacon or fat pig 4.4lb.. The porker made 
a daily gain. of nine-tenths of ib. and the 
bacon pig a gain of 1 1-3tb. It cost I7s. 4d. 
at this rate to feed the small pig for 45 days 
and £2 17s, 4d. to feed the bacon pig for 159 
days.

ESTATES OF INSOLVENT DECEASE 

The estates of persoris ‘dying insolvent 
are at present wound “up thfough the 
Chancery Division of the High Court in 
Northern Ireland. As they are of opinion 
that the methods and procedure of the 
Court of “Bankruptcy are specially 
adapted to that work, the Committee re- 
commend the adoption in Northern Ireland 
of the provisions in this matter of Section 
130 of the Bankruptcy Act, 1914, giving an 
option to a creditor of such deceased in- 
solvent of proceeding in the Bankruptcy 
Court. 

LEVYING EXECUTION. 

Section 41 (2) of the English Bank- 
ruptcy Act, 1914, provides that, where 
under an execution in respect of a judg- 
ment debt for more than £20, the goods of 
a debtor are sold, or money is paid to 
avoid sale, the Sheriff is to deduct his 
expenses and hold the balance for four- 
teen days, to see if successful bankruptcy 
proceedings are taken against the debtor, 
and, if they are, he must hand over the 
balance to the Official Receiver or trustee. 
Section 54 of the Irish Act of 1872. 
contains a similar provision when the 
goods of a judgment debtor are sold, but 
does not provide for the case of money 
being paid to the Sheriff to avoid sale, 
and they recommend this extension. 

AVOIDANCE OF GERTAIN 
SETTLEMENTS. 

The law as to avoidance of certain settle- 
ments, assignments of book debts, and 
preferences generally, in England is con- 
tained in Sections 42 to 47 of the Bank- 
ruptcy Act, 1914, and in Ireland in 
Sections 52 and 53 of the Bankruptcy 
(Ireland) Amendment Act, 1872, and 
Sections 314 and 328 of the Irish Bankrupt 
and Insolvent Act, 1857. 

There are certain important differences. 
One of the main is that the third sub- 
section of Section 42 has no counterpart 
in Irish law, and enacts that, even when 
a contract to pay money or transfer 
property has been executed before bank- 
ruptcy, nevertheless the payment or 
transfer in pursuance thereof shall be 
void, unless the person to whom payment 


or transfer is made proves either :— 

(a) that payment or transfer was made 
more than two years. before the com- 
mencement of the bankruptcy; or 

(b) that at the date of payment or transfer 
the settler was able to pay his debts 
without the aid of the property paid 
or transferred; or 

(c) that the payment or transfer was made 
in pursuance of a contract to pay or 
transfer money or property expected to 
accrue to the settler from or on the 
death of a particular person named in 
the coritract, and was made within 
three months after the money or pro- 
perty came into the possession or under 
the control of the settler; 

and in the event of the payment or transfer 
being declared void, the disa inted 
beneficiaries are to have the same right of 
roof as provided in sub-section (2) of the 
servi 

The Committee are of opinion that Section 52 

of the Act of 1872 and Section 314 of the Act of 
1857 should be repealed, and the proyisions 
of Section 42 of the English Act of 1914 
enacted in their stead. ' 

FRAUDULENT PRACTICES.

AFTER-ACQUIRED PROPERTY. 

Section 47 of the English Act of 1914 does 
not materially differ from the law as it exists 
in Northern. Ireland so far as personal pro- 
perty is concerned, except as to the special 
provisions touching bankers. These latter 
provisions might, with advantage, be adopted 
in any amending legislation. The Section 
does, órga alter the law concerning after- 
acguired real property |: and as to that pro- 
perty, it leaves an undiseharged bankrupt free 
to deal with his real property before the in- 
tervehtion of the trustee in bankruptcy. While 
they are unable to see any reason in principle 
for the difference in the law between real and 
personal “property in this respect, they are 
aware that the distinction has not operated 
harshly in Jreland, the reason being that a 
purchaser of land from a bankrupt has had 
an opportunity of acquainting himself with 
the bankruptcy of his vendor if he searches 
the register of deeds with sufficient fullness. 
They do not, accordingly, recommend any 
alteration in the existing law in this respect. 


PROPERTY DIVISIBLE AMONG 
CREDITORS. 

(a) Tools, Wearing Apparel, etc,—Under 
Section, 298 of the Irish Bankrupt and In- 
solvent Act, 1857, in Ireland, and Section 38 
of the Bankruptcy Act, 1914, in England, a 
bankrupt 1s allowed tv retain as '' excepted 
articles ” tools of his trade, and also such 
articles as wearing apparel of himself and his 
family to a value not exceeding £20 in the 
whole. They do not recommend any change 
in this.

ABSCONDING WITH PROPERTY. 

By Section 159 of the Bankruptcy Act, 
1914, any or who is adjudged bankrupt 
in England or has a receiving. order made 
against him, and, who after the presentation 
of the petition, or within six months before 
it leaves or attempts to leave England, and 
takes ur FS gi to take property with him 
to the value of £20 or upwards. is guilty vf 
a felony. In Ireland that period is four 
months, and they recommend the adoption cf 
the six months period. 

FEES TO ACCOUNTANTS. 

They recommend. the adoption of the 
English scale of fees laid down as remunera- 
tion to accountants for necessary work in the 
administration of a debtor’s affairs, which, 
aithough not. markedly higher, is more elastic 
in character.

FUTURE OF ARKLOW 
FISHING.

BRIGHT PROSPECTS. 

The importance of Arklow as a centre for 
training in subjects appropriate te the fishing 
industry was put before the Commission by 
Mr. Laurence O’Toole, shipowner, of that 
port. 
He stated that up to fifty years ago 
Arklow Bay was the best fishing centre in 
Ireland. The local fleet alone consisted of 
100 sailing boats, employing 700 men and 100 
bovs. The fishing in the bay failed, and for 
forty years the attraction was the spring 
mackerel fishing off the South-West of Ire- 
land. That. too, failed eventually, mainly 
owing to the heavy cost. of transit to the 
English markets. The next vogue was the 
summer herring fishing at Howth, which was 
able to employ the whole Irish fleet in July, 
August and part of September. During the 
past four or five years the March to May 
herring season at Dunmore East had become 
the best fishing in Ireland. 

In 1926 the whole of the Arklow fleet had 
a successful herring season in the home 
waters, and now it looked as if the prospects 
for the future of Arklow fishing were very 
good, as it would occupy the time of the 
fishermen between the Dunmore and the 
Howth seasons. The slack season with the 
Arklow fleet was from February 1 to April 
1, and that period would be suitable for 
intensive instruction in navigation and other 
subjects essential for suocess in fishing. 

THE DECAY IN THE INDUSTRY. 

The decay in the industry could be traced 
to the change, about 50 years ago, in the 
system of sharing between the boatowners 
and the fishermen. Eventually it happened 
that none of the nets were owned by the 
hands of a boat, and the fishermen began to 
lose interest in the work, and gradually 


drifted into other pursuits, such as coasting : 
younger, 


and the mefcantile marine. “The. 
men were now diverted from the industry, 
and in consequence the. boats were not 
worked as they were in the days of the 
sharing system. A change in the relation- 
ship of the owners and the shore fishermen 
was absolutely necessary before any progress 
could be made towards. putting the industry 
on a proper economic basis. 
TRAINING ON BOARD SHIP. 

Dealing with the educational aspect, he 
advocated a continuation school to which 
those leaving the primary schools should be 
drafted. There should also. be provided a 
course of training on board ship for boys 
definitely taking up a sea-faring life. For 
this purpose at least one powerful drifter, 
fully equipped, would be necessary. Admis- 
sion to the course of training on board _ 
should be open to boys who had complete 
a two years course (from 14 to 15 years of 
age) at the continuation. school, and a 
number of scholarships should be awarded. 

He advocated the claims of Arklow for the 
provision of the type of education outlined. 
Apart from the fishing industry, many Ark- 
low boys found their way into» the Mercan- 
tile Marine; and the course outlined would 
also be suitable to their special requirements. 

THE BUILDING INDUSTRY. 

._ Mr. Bolton said that his Association be- 
lieved that the new School. Attendance Act, 
if firmly administered, would pmedy many 
of the evils which arose very largely from 
bad attendance at the Primary Schools. At 
the same time he believed that there were 
too many obligatory subjects in the curricu- 
lum of the Bh or National School. 
They would like the number reduced, and 
more attention paid to reading, writing, 
arithmetic, and drawing. 

The present methods for obtaining employ- 
ment were anything but satisfactory; and it 
was suggested that a Director of Employ- 
ment should be set up in a central -depart- 
ment, where all workers 6f both sexes should 
register; and to whom all employers should 
notify vacancies, and apply for, and select, 
suitable persons to fill them. 

AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. 

Mr, F. J. Meyrick, M.A, of the Depart- 
ment of Lands and Agriculture, stated that 
the staff of the Department were convinced, 
as a result of their experience of various 
schemes of agricultural education, that male 
pupils should not commence the study of ap: 
plied agricultural subjects until they had 
actually worked on the land for some time, 
and were mature enough to realise the value 
of knowledge and skill in farming.

“BREAK THE CONNECTION WITH 
ENGLAND,” 


Speaking at a Fianna Fail: meeting at 
Clonaslee, Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D., said that 
the recent speeches of Free State Ministers 
had given an indication of the extent to 
which they were out of touch with the con- 
ditions prevailing in the country. Mr. Des- 
mond F ig he had declared that. the last 
five years had been a period of ‘‘ extraordi- 
nary advancement’ in Ireland. It was 
true that taxation had advanced to a scale 
never before precedented in their history. 
The figures for emigration and unemploy- 
ment had advanced. The progress of the 
nation towards bankruptcy was unequalled by 
any other country in the world.

Fitzgerald and his colleagues spoke of 
prosperity as if it could be created by some 
sort of political Coué system. 

The differences between Fianna Fail and 
the Government Party were not confined to 
political’ and constitutienal matters only.

FIRST IRISH COLONISTS. 

Frofessor MacAlister. said that in choosing 
his. subject, he did not. intend merely to 
present an abstract stuuy in the imperfection 
of human knowledge; but for the practical 
reason that it was hoped that to the Academy 
might belong the honour of solving many 
problems. [he many problems in the 
other ‘branches of knowledge might be re- 
commended to the consideration of the 
Academy as cordially as these—such problems 
as the existence of a Paleolithic Age in Ire- 
land—it. was noteworthy, he said, that the first 
remains of: humanity in Europe were dated 
582,000 B.C., in England 157,000 B.C.; but 
in Ireland, as yet, only 7,000 B.C.—the 
origin of the first colonists in Ireland, a 
problem complicated by the late Dr. Bremer’s 
discovery of Asturian flints from Island 
Magee; the nature of the remains of the 
Neolithic period, and an absolute criterion 
for distinguishing them from the Bronze Age 
relics; the chronology and many other de- 
tails of the Bronze Age; similar problems in 
connection with the Pagan Iron Age, and 
the early Christian period, with special re- 
ference to the history of architecture and 
ornament. 

Many of the blackest chapters in Irish 
history were not of Ireland’s making, but 
the destruction of the Record Office was a 
stain on the history of the country. 

The Governor-General congratulated the 
President on his instrictive address, and 
said that he always thought that one of the 
first things to which a Government, at all 
events a paternal Government, should give 
attention was the editing of John 
O’Donovan’s manuscripts. 

It was. not artillery or guns’ which 
destroyed the Record.

These facts 
were brought out at the time in the Army 
recogds of.the day.

“and I congratulate the country that all 
your attention is not given to the land of 
Abraham. ”'

ARCHITECT AND CORPORA-

He was at a loss to 
understand why the committee should in- 
struct him, at great expense to the city and 
considerable trouble to himself, to prepare 
the designs and then to make no use of them 
or to put every obstacle in the way of their 
being carried out. ‘*‘ The designs and work- 
ing drawings were completed in 1924, and 
nothing more remained to be done but to 
obtain tenders and enter into contracts, and 
then for. me to come to Belfast’ from time to 
time. to ‘inspect the work as it progressed. 
In two cases in which the work was 
authorised to proceéd, the Lord Mayor’s 
rooms could have been completed in three or 
four. months, and the gardens contract was 
for completion in nine months.” He had 
made it clear in a letter to the Town Clerk 
that the delays throughout, except during 
the coal strike, were official delays on the 
part of the Corporation.

THE BENEFITS OF 
RADIUM. 


WORK OF IRISH PIONEERS. 

At the weekly meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday Dr. H. H. Poole, 
M.A., D.Sc., Chief of the Radium Institute, 
under the Royal Dublin Society, gave an in- 
teresting address on the work of that Insti- 
tute and how radium was being employed for 
the benefit of humanity. For medical pur- 
poses it was not necessary that radium itself 
should be used. By a very delicate process 
the emanation of radium was produced, and 
it was distributed to medical men in tiny 
tubes that were so small as to be in- 
serted in a serum needle, which was not 
much thicker than an ordinary sewing needle. 

Dr. J. 8. Ashe said that the public and 
the medical profession were under a deep 
debt of gratitude to the Royal Dublin Society, 
to Professor Joly, as the pioneer of radium ; 
and to Dr. Poole, for. the tremendous benefits 
that they had conferred upon humanity by 
their discoveries and investigations. Others 
were copying them without acknowledgment, 
but those who by their courage and their 
scientific labours had done such great work 
ought to receive proper praise. Radium was 
an element, like Irish politics, that’ would 
hurt if one did not know how to handle it. 
The process of drawing off the emanation of 
radium required a great deal of technical 
knowledge, ‘and that method was practically 
the method that was worked out by Dr. Poole 
himself. He(Dr. Ashe) had seen great bene- 
fits derived from radium, and they should 
not forget that it was through the genius of 
a woman, Madame Curie, that radium was 
discovered. |

THE VARIABPLE STARS. 
(Fron. Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
THE. PLANETS. 

Mercury is ap evening star till the middle 
of the month. In the first week he is still 
within reach of the unaided eye, setting an 
hour and a quarter after the Sun.on the 6th. 
Venus is a conspicuous object in the evening 
twilight, but of little telescopic interest as 
yet, her phase being still nearly full. Mars 
is in Taurus, and his steady march across 
that constellation during the month may he 
easily watched from night to night. At the 
time of writing he is near the Pleiades, and 
hy the beginning of April he will have ad- 
vanced to hear the 2nd magnitude star, 
Beta Tauri, on the borders of Gemini. On 
account of his distance his telescopic interest 
is now almost nil, his angular diameter being 
Jess than that of Mercury. He is near the 
height star Aldebaran at the beginning of 
the ‘month, and very like it, the colours and 
brightnesses of the two bodies being almost 
alike. 

Jupiter is in conjunction with the Sun on 
the 1st, and invisible. Saturn rises at 1.50 
a.m. om the Ist, and a quarter ef an hour 
hefore midnight on the 31st. He is in 'Scorpie 
or Ophiuchus all the ‘month; it is difficult 
to tell which, as the ‘boundaries of the two 
constellations here are like certain parts of 
the border between the Free State and 
Northern Ireland, where one may pass the 
frontier several times in the course of a 
strol! of a few miles along a straight road. 
He rises in the South-East, and never attains 
any great elevation above the horizon.

A very fine display of Aurora on the night 
of the 24th of: February signalised a further 
recrudescence of solar.energy. Wet weather, 
up to the time of writing, has prevented a 
view of tle Sun’s surface, and the disturb- 
ances responsible for the magnetic storm, It 
is difficult to say whether the maximum of 
sunspot activity has’ yet been attained. 
Periods of comparative quiescence ' alternate 
with violent and spasmodic outbursts - of 
activity. Synchronising with the great 
Aurora of October 14th and 15th last, tlie 
most brilhant hydrogen eruption ever seen 
on the Sun was photographed with the 
spectroheliograph of Meudon Observatory on 
October 13th. If this had been during a 
Total Eclipse of the Sun, and had taken place 
near the Sun’s edge. it would have revealed 
itself as an ‘unusually magnificent red flame 
prominence, possibly 100,000, or even 
200,000 miles high. The prospects are, there- 
fore, good for something of exceptignal 
interest during the “Total Eclipse of June 
29th next 

The Aurora of the 24th February was 
sensationally sudden in its outbreak. It is 
part of the nightly routine at Armagh 
Observatory to take the readings of the 
barometer and thermometers, and to change 
the card on the sunshine recorder, at 930 
p.m. The writer had been at the telescope 
till 9.30, and on going to the thermometer 
screen noticed a luminous glow of moderate 
intensity to the North. By the time that 
the sunshine recorder was visited, the glow 
had developed into a well-marked arch. But 
I was not prepared for the development which 
followed. Suddenly the whole expanse of the 
arch, from N.W. to N.E., broke out into 
the most Gries streamers of light, with 
tints of yellow, purple and ¢rinisén; - This 


two hours or thereabouts, The night was 
exceptionally clear, and the stars brilliant, 
which gave its full effect to the beauty of 
the phenomenon. As a spectacle, it was 
even more striking than the 
October. On that occasion, though the rare 
‘curtain Aurora,”’- so seldom seen in our 
latitudes, deployed its splendours, usually re- 
served for Arctic explorers, yet there was a’ 
murkiness, due to imperfect transparency ; 
whereas on February 24th all was crystal 
clear. 
' Tae Srars.—At midnight on “the Ist, 
11 p.m. on the 15th. and 10 p.m. on the 3th, 
Leo and -Ursa Major are astride of the 
meredian, the latter overhead. Near the 
Southern horizon the stars belong to Hydra 
(the Water-Serpent), but there is no. con- 
spicuous object in the constellation, with the 
eee of the 3rd magnitude red star, Al 
Fard, or Cor Hydrw. The Arabic name of 
this star, meaning ‘‘ the Solitary,”’ is evidently 
deriv from its lonely splendour, in the 
comparatively blank space following the pro- 
cession of the winter brilliants. Orion, 
Taurus, and Canis Major are setting. Gemini 
and Canis Minor remain a considerable time 
after them. 
_ dn the East, Virgo and Rootes are advanc- 
ing, containing, respectively, the bright stars. 
Spica and Arcturus. Both of these are 
mighty suns, the former being 3,000 times and 
the latter 150: times the size of our Sun. 
Jabra, Serpens, and Ophiuchus are rising. 
Vega and Deneb, the never-setting in these 
latitudes, show their lights low in the N.N.F

prediction, i 

The recent: discovery of the existence ol 
black nebuiae has indicated a possible method 
in the madness of these unaccountable objects. 
Most people know what is meant by a 
‘‘ mackerel sky” ; and when there isa mackerel 
sky at night we may see bright stars wax 
and wane, as the cloud flocks pass over them. 
What we see taking place on a .small scale 
in our atmosphere may take place on a vast 
scale in Space. Dark nebulous matter 1s. 
we know, present there. It is wregularly 
distributed. Quite possibly it may be 
arranged in flocculent masses, as the clouds 
in our atmosphere so often are. These masses 
are in motion, like all other bodies in Space, 
and are oí various degrees of transparency. 
Passing between us and “certain stars, they 
may impart to them an illusory appearance 
of variability, the star itself being as steadv 
and well-behaved as our own Sun. An 
accident, such as a collision with some other 
body (always possible, though in the vast 
stellar spaces extremely unlikely) would 
account for a “Nova '—the star: which 
breaks out suddenly to a great brilliancy, 
and then fades again. But we can hardly 
imagine a star (that is to say, a sun) which ts 
always having accidents. Besides the 
spectrum of Eta Argus is in no way like that 
of a Nova. <A simple explanation, such as 
that just indicated, which does not require us 
to suppose anything so different from all our 
other experience, seems to be called for tn 
this case.

RAILWAY WORKER FALLS INTO 
TANK OF BOILING WATER. 

The Dublin City Coroner (Dr. L. A. Byrne) 
held an inquest yesterday at Steevens's Hos- 
ital on Patrick Heenan (60), of Nash street, 
lesbienes an employé of the Great Southern 
Railways Co. He had been 26 years in the 
service of the company -at the Inchicore Rail- 
way Works. It appeared from the evidence 
that on last Wednesday Heenan was putting 
a ‘‘ bogey chair,” weighing about 28ibs., into 
a tank of boiling water, with which caustic 
soda was mixed, for the purpose of removing 
congealed grease from the chair. In putting 
the article into the tank his foot slipped, and 
he was carried over the edge of the tank by 
the weight of the chair to which he held on. 

A fellow-workman promptly came to his 
assistance, but he was unable to save him, 
and Heenan was severely scalded. He had 
had seventeen years’ experience working at 
that tank, and his death was due to an 
accident. The jury found accordingly.

“In Fngland a married woman “who 
carries on a trade or business is liable 
to bankruptcy proceedings irrespective of 


whether such business is carried on 


in Northern Ireland a married woman 
cannot be made bankrupt unless she 
carries on a trade, and carries it on 
separately -from her husband; and a 
married .woman is not subject to pro- 
ceedings by debtor’s:summons. Further- 
moré, in England the rights of both the 
husband and the wife to dividend in 
respect, of money or other assets lent or 
entrasted to the other are postponed, as 
laid. down in Section 36 of the Bank- 
ruptcy. Act, 1914. The Northern Com- 
mittee express the opinion that there 
should be a considerable broaden- 
ing of the liability of married women 
to bankruptcy . proceedings; . but, as 
it would be inadvisable to proceed in 
advance of Great Britain in this matter, 
they recommend the introduction of legis- 
lation to place the relationship of husband 
and wife in regard to bankruptcy matters 
generally on the same footing as pro- 
vided. for in England, by Sections 36, 52 
and 125 of the Bankruptcy Act, 1914, and, 
in particular, that a married woman 
should be liable to a debtor’s summons. 


KEEPING OF ACCOUNTS. 

In English law the failure of a trader 
who becomes a bankrupt to keep books 
has always been regarded as a serious 
matter, justifying the suspension or 
refusal of a discharge ;. but it was not 
until: the Act of 1914 that it became a 
crime, and even then only on the trader’s 
second bankruptcy. This qualification has 
now been abandoned, and a bankrupt in 
England failing to keep the usual books 
of account, as defined by Section 7 of the 
Bankruptey (Amendment) Act, 1926, is 
liable: to prosecution on his first bank- 
ruptcy, provided his unsecured liabilities 
amount te -£500 or over. The Committee 
recommend the adoption of the English 
law, and that in any logislation which 
may be proposed provision should be 
| made,.as in the English Act of 1926, to 
postpone the operation of the clause for 
two years. | 


DISCLOSURE BY UNDISCHARGED 
BANKRUPT, 

They recommend that it should be made 
a.misdemeanour for an uadischarged bank- 
rupt to obtain credit to the extent of £10 
| or upwards. without informing the person 
from whom he obtains credit that he is an 
' undischarged: bankfupt, or to trade in a 
name other: than that in which he was 
adjudicated bankrupt without disclosing 
to the person with whom he does business 
ithe name under which he was adjudicated 
bankrupt. 


PRIORITY OF CERTAIN DEBTS. 
They recommend that :— 
(a) Crown charges should be placed on the 
' game footing as in England by giving 
them priority over ordinary debts, but 
not. exceeding in the whole one Year ls 
' assessment, and beyond this amount 
’ ranking them pari. passu with other 
debts. i 
(b):Commission should be. placed on the 
same footing as in England by giving 
remuneration by commission the same 
priority. as remuneration by salary— 
4.€., the.salary is payable in full up to 
£50 if earned within four months of 
the bankruptcy. 


TRADER AND NON-TRADER. 
There is no distinction in status between 
traders-and non-traders in English bank- 
ruptcy law. Certain distinctions, however, 
still ‘exist in Irish law affecting chiefly :— 

(1).The issuing of a Jjebtor’s summons, on 
which a non-trader has three weeks to 
pay, instead of seven days in the case 
of a trader ; 

(2)' Certain acts of bankruptcy applying 
only to traders, viz. : 

(a) A» debtor departing from his 
dwelling-house,. or otherwise 
absenting himself with intent to 
delay or defeat his creditors ; 

(b) The’ levying: of execution. by 
seizure and gale of goods for 
the purpose of obtaining pay- 
ment of not less than £20. 

(5) The restriction to the ase of a trader- 
debtor of:the Sheriff’s ‘uty to retain 
for: fourteen days the proceeds of the 
sale of goods to see whether a bank- 
ruptcy petition is served 

The Committee recommend the removal 
of these distinctions. In the matter of 

the time limit in which to pay on a 

debtor’s summons, they recommend a 

period of seven days in all cases. 


BANKRUPTCY OFFENCES. 


Bankruptcy law in England has under- 
gone very material. development in the 
matter of offences and penalties therefor, 
due in the main to the passing of the 
Bankruptcy -(Amendment) Act, 1926, 
which deals almost exclusively with 
penalties—civil. and criminal—and owes 
its inspiration largely to the bankers, 
‘Chambers of: Commerce, and business men 
generally, who.expressed their views before 
the Bankruptcy Committee, 1924-5. The 
Committee recommend that, so far as 
applicable, the provisions of Section 5 of 
the Bankruptcy: (Amendment) Act, . 1926, 
be extended by legislation to Northern 
Ireland. |

Reports from many districts in Eng- 
land state that owing to the tofrential 
rain which has been experienced for 
several days, flooding of a serious 
character has taken place.. Matty rivers 
have overflowed their banks and ‘large 
tracts of land have been transformed into 
lakes. Roadways have been submerged 
and many houses inundated. | 

Captain B. Youell, an Imperial Air- 
ways pilot, who flew from Cologne to 
Croydon through the gale yesterday after- 
noon, stated that the floods in Kent had 
entirely altered the appearance of the 
landscape from the air. There ‘were large 
lakes in many places, while in valleys the 
small streams have been converted into 
broad and rapidly flowing rivers. 

In the Nene Valley, in Northampton- 
shire, acres of land are submerged, and in 
the Wellingborough district roadways 
have become waterways, boats having to be 
used to convey necessaries to jsolated farm- 
houses. The occupants of some dwellings 
have had to remove to upper rooms. 

Large areas of land are flooded in the 
Christchurch district of Hampshiré. The 
Avon and Stour rivers have ovérflowed 
their banks, with the result that grazing 
grounds have been covered to a depth of 
several feet, only the tops of hedges and 
fences showing above water. 


PICTURE THEATRE FLOODED. 

Exceptionally rough seas broke over 
Chesil Beach, Portland, yesterday after- 
noon and flooded nearly the whole of 
Victoria square. A performariée had 
begun in the picture theatre, on the-edge 
of the beach, when a huge wavé came 
right over, and the theatre was sur- 
rounded by water, the lower portioh being 
flooded. The children were rescued in 
cars, and some of the smaller onés were 
carried across the square on men’s 
shoulders. There was no panic, and the 
children seemed to enjoy their adventure. 
Very heavy seas were running in the 
Channel last night. 


LINERS PASS QUEENSTOWN. 

Our Queenstown Correspondent wires :— 
A strong southerly gale and heavy seas, 
accompanied by rain and darkness; were 
the chief factors which caused two liners, 
homeward bound írom New York, to pass 
Queenstown. without calling early on 
Monday morning. The White Star liner 
Regina arrived off Queenstown at about 
midnight on Sunday, but having. failed 
to pick up the, pilot, her captain:decided 
against calling at Queenstown, in view of 
the extreme weather conditions... The 
storm had not abated when. the Cunard 
liner Caronia arrived off Queenstown a 
few hours later, and; also failing to pick 
up her pilot, she proceeded on her voyage. 
Both vessels were bound -for Liverpool. 


FRENCH ATLANTIC COAST 
STRICKEN. 
' LORIENT, Monday. 
\Enormous seas are dashing over this 
shore. Last night a beacon towér here, 
known as the Tourelle de la Truie, near 
the Errants, ‘the group of rocks lying 
across the harbour entrance, which had 
been knocked down by the tidal “wave of 
January 12, 1925, was completely swept 
away by the mountainous waves. — Its 
foundations are expected to be a danger 
to navigation at high tide. 


TAXATION OF MOTOR 
CARS. 


NEW. FREE STATE DUTY 
OPERATES TO-DAY. 


As from to-day all motor cars or lorries 
coming into the Free State for business 
purposes will be required.to pay a duty 
of 334 per cent. of the value of the car. 
This means that vehicles with travellers 
samples, hackney motor cars and other 
cars taken in to enable those travelling 
to do business in the Frée State will be 
required to make a big deovosit either in 
cash or by a guaranteed cheque. The 
money will not be refunded, and will 
enable the car so paid for to come :rto 
the Free State at will during the life- 
time of the car. The tax of 354 per cent. 
is for cars other than those manufactured 
outside the British Empire. 

The rules as to chars-&-bancs are different. 
These will be entitled to enter the Free 
State at will, on condition that they do 
not remain longer within its territory than 
forty-eight hours. They may bring in pas- 
sengers to the Free State and take them 
out again, but they are not at liberty to 
pick up Free State passengers while insid 
the border. i 

The tax does not apply to private cars, 
to-which the old rules of bond production 
will apply ; but even in the case of chars- 
h-banc the pass must be produced. 


CANCELLATION OF BONDS. 

At various Customs posts on the Derry- 
Donegal border yesterday long lines of 
motor cars were drawn up, the owners 
being desirous of having their bonds can- 
celled in order to avoid forfeiture of the 
sums paid by guarantors. It was stated 
that in the case of one car which was not 
taken to the post that the guarantor is 
a prominent Free State politician. : 

Many Derry taxi-drivers have decided 
not to apply for licences at present, while 
others have paid the duty. 

It is thought that the new conditions 
will add to the expense of bread distribu- 
tion in Donegal, as the duty has to be 
paid in respect of bread vans. Owners of 
"buses and taxi-cabs paying duty. are re- 
quired to sign a ‘document promising to 
declare all repairs and renewals effected 
in Northern Ireland. .

TEXT OF BRITISH 


REPLY. 
NO RESPONSE FROM 
FREE STATE. 
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Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, in the House of 
Commons yesterday asked the Foreign 
Secretary whether he had anything to com- 
municate to the House with regard to the 
attitude of the Government with reference 
to President Coolidge’s message regarding 
the new Naval Conference. 

Sir A. Chamberlain—Yes, sir. I handed 
a Note in reply to the American Ambas- 
sador towards the close of last week, and 
arranged with him that it should be pub- 
lished at this hour. The Note is as fol- 
lows :— : 

“His Majesty's Government in Great 
Britain received with cordial sympathy 
the invitation of the Government 
of the United States, America, 
to take part in the conversations at 
Geneva on the further limitation of naval 
armaments. The views of His Majesty’s 
Government on the special geographical 
position of the British Empire,the length of 
inter-Imperial communications, and the 
necessity for the protection of its food 
supplies are well khown, and, together 
with the special conditions and require- 
ments oí the other countries invited to 
participate in the conversations, must be 
taken into account. 

“His Majesty's Government are, never- 
theless, prepared to consider to what ex- 
tent the principles adopted at Washington 
can be carried further, either as regards 
the ratio of the different classes of ships 
between the various Powers, or in other 
important ways. They, therefore, accept 
the invitation of the Government of the 
United States of America, and will do 
their best to secure the success of the 
proposed conversations. They would, 
therefore, observe that the relationship 
of such conversations to the proceedings 
of the preparatory Commission at Geneva 
would require careful adjustment.”’ 

The terms of that reply, added Sir 
Austen, had been concurred in by all the 
other Governments of the Empire, except 
the Government of the Irish Free State, 
which had not yet sent a reply. 


SATISFACTION AT 
. WASHINGTON. 


AN OFFICIAL’S STATEMENT. 


From “ Tue Trmes’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The reply of the British Government to 
President - Coolidge’s memorandum of 
February 10.on naval limitation was de- 
‘seribed by an official of the State Depart- 
ment to-day as a “categorical acceptance, ' 
and profound’ satisfaction was expressed 
at the: British undertaking to do “ their 
best to further the success of the proposed 
‘conversations.”” 

The frank reminder that the geographi- 
cal situation and needs of the British 
Empire, no less than the “ special condi- 
tions and requirements” of other 
countries, are factors which must be taken 
into account ‘naturally causes no surprise, 
and ‘has not weakened the persistent hope 
that the three principal naval Powers may 
be able to reach an amicable arrangement 
of a sort helpful to the general cause of 
arms limitation. 

, The situation, as the British reply leaves 

it; and ‘as President Coolidge sees it, is 
clear, at least, as to the direction which 
any immediate effort must take, and the 
United States Government does not appear 
to believé that there will be any insuper- 
able difficulty in setting the projected con- 
versations within’ the framework of the 
preliminary conference at Geneva.

The first two annuities provided for in 
the Mellon-Berenger agreement amount to 
$30,000,000 (£6,000,000). Since 1920 
France has been paying $20,000,000 an- 
nually as interest on her debt for Ameri- 
can war stocks. The Mellon-Berenger 
agreement provides that the debt for war 
stocks, which is due to be settled in 1929, 
shall be bulked with the “ political debt,” 
so that in making a total payment’ of 
$30,000,000 for the current year France 
will really be paying $10,000,000 more 
than she would normally have. paid had 
no agreement on the question of war debts 
been made.

A DISHONEST POLICY. 


Referring to the various parties opposed 
to the Government, Mr. O'Higgins said 
that the policy of the party led by Miss 
Mary MacSwiney was quite clear and per- 
fectly understandable—a sovereign inde- 
pendent Republic, presumably for all 
Ireland. It was for the electorate to 
determine whether that was practical 
politics. He had ae heard put forward 
by. any member of that party any vestige 
of a policy with regard to the North-East, 
and yet they must assume that their 
policy of a sovereign independent Republic 
meant a Republic for an Ireland of 32 
counties. There was no use in shutting 
their eyes to the fact that there existed 
in the North-East close on a million 


different outlook from the remainder of 
their fellow-countrymen. 

The Minister went on to say that they 
were not able to drive the British Army 
of Occupation and the British Administra- 
tion out of the country in 1921. Not 
being able to do that, it became @ ques- 
tion of whether they could be got put of 
the country by negotiation, and negotia- 
tion implied compromise. Had they been 
standing íor unconditional evacuation, 
they would never have agreed to a truce 
and never have sent a delegation to Lon- 
don. But they had agreed to a truce, 
and finally the Treaty was ratified. Miss 
MacSwiney’s policy was that that Treaty 
must be set aside, and that policy, he 
thought, was more honest and less astute 
than the policy of the Fianna Fail Party. 
The policy of the latter party was in- 
sidious, antl he would bsand it as a dis- 
honest policy, Mr. de Valera went to the 
electorate, mot. on a programme ‘of: putting 
aside the Treaty and damning the conse- 
quences, but ne merely said that he dis- 
liked the oath in the Treaty. 


A GRUEL WAR. 


Mr. O’Higgins went on to refer to the 
oath, which Mr. de Valera said was accept- 
able to him during the Treaty negotiations, 
and said that history would write Mr. de 
Valera’s attitude throughout the last five 
years as one huge living lie. Young 
volunteers up and down the country were 
told that it was their duty to rob banks, 
wreck railways, and to create cruel war 
on the economic life of the country to the 
tune of, and in defence of, “the existing 
Republic.” They were told that by Mr. 
de Valera, who, as far as he knew, was 
the very first in the Sinn Fein movement 
to preach that the Republic was an un- 
attainable ideal, and had to be departed 
from. 

It was not merely a question of the oath 
with Mr. de Valera, because he was, in 
fact, trying to trick the unthinking elec- 
torate into giving him a mandate against 
the Treaty in its entirety. There were 
things in the Treaty that they did not 
like, and they might assume that there 
were also in the Treaty things that the 
British did not like. Were they to’be told 
now that they could pick and choose 
among the articles of the Treaty, and that 
nothing in particular was going to happen 
afterwards? They could not treat inter- 
national treaties in that way, and to 
support the policy of Fianna Fail would 
be national lunacy. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S AGHIEVE- 
MENTS. 

Mr. O'Higgins then gave his opinion 
of the group led by Professor Magennis. 
Professor Magennis, he said, had blossomed 
out as a passionate patriot; but so far as 
he (Mr. O’ Higgins) knew, his contribution 
to the pre-Truce situation w-s to with- 
hold his income tax. (Laughter.) “ And 
now that the British have gone, Professor 
Magennis has come out as a hillsider. His 
appeal is directed to race hatred and 
bigotry, and any man who went to London 
or had anything to do with British 
Ministers was a renegade, according to 
him.” Nothing amused him so much as 
Professor Magennis posing as a hillsider 
‘and’ drawing around him such -eparatists 
‘as Colonel Moore, Dr. MacCartan arid Mr. 
Belton.

The manufacture of artificial] silk yarns is 
now in progress at the recently established 
works of the Rasheen Company at Ballymena, 

Antrim, where about 600 workers are 
employed. A considerable portion of the out- 
put is being supplied to linen weavers for 
the manufacture of the new linen and arti- 
ficial silk material. 

WANTED—A NAME. 

lt is suggested that the linen manufac- 
turers should do more to encourage the de- 
velopment of the new material, and in par- 
ticular that they should register a trade name 
for the union material composed of linen 
yarn and artificial silk. 

Since the beginning of the year there has 
been a steady improvement in the linen in- 
dustry, and -this is reflected in the figures 
of unemployment in Northern Ireland, About 
six months ago the total number of persons 
registered as unemployed was over 50,000, 
and this has decreased to 37,000, the de- 
crease last week amounting to over 1,000, The 
improvement in the linen industry is the 
chief cause for this decline, although the 
brighter outlook in the shipbuilding industry 
ss also responsible. During the month of 
January the exports of linen manufactures 
of- all kinds totalled £800,785 compared with 
£748,797 in December. 

Last vear was a very disappointing one 
for the linen industry. Linen piece goods ex- 
ported amounted, according to the ‘Board of 
Trade figures, to 75,282,400 square yards 
compared with 83,693,800 in the previous year. 
The total value of the exports of linen 
manufactures of all kinds was £10,018,528 
against £11,207,822 in 1925. This is very far 
short of the export before the war, and is 
no greater than the amount exported forty or 
fifty years ago, notwithstanding the fact that 

t that time the export was principally white 
linen, while there are now fancy-coloured 
dress goods and many new classes of fancy 
goods. . 

The fall is due chiefly: to the more general 
use of cotton. instead of linen, to the pro- 
tective tarifis which have fostered the pro- 
duction of linen in many countries, where 
formerly it. was not produced at all, and 
to thé increased foreign competition in the 
export market. The United States, for in- 
stance, have in recent years been taking 25 
per cent. of their linen from the Continent, 
while before the war they took only about

BRITISH OFFICIAL’S ALLEGED 
MISAPPROPRIATION.

LONDON, Monday. 

The financial transactions: of the various 
Government departments during the year 
ended March ólst last are reviewed by the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General in his report 
on the Civil Services Appropriation Accounts, 
which, together with the ‘accounts, were ' 
issued yesterday. | ah 

The Comptroller and Auditor-General! starts | 
with an appreciation of the closer estimatin 
than in the preceding years, for on a tot 
of £272,889,819, the amount to be surrendered 
on the Civil Services and Revenue depart- 
ments, was only. £2,752,159. 18s. 7d., or 1.5 
per cent., compared with £11,516,945, or 4.2 
per cent. the previous year. 

The losses by theít or fraud shown in the 
Appropriation Account amounted to £2,882, 
of which about £1,672 appears to have been 
directly attributable to the default of de- 
partmental officials, The corresponding 
approximate figures for the three precedin 
years were as follows :—~In 1922-1925, £9.24 
and £7,009; in 1923-1924, £3,488 and £2,677; 
and in 1924-1925, £1,879 and £660 respec- 
tively, These’ figures do not include losses 
charged to the Unemployment Funt, which 
are attributable, ¢.e., to fraud by the public.

JUDGMENT ON DUBLIN

Thomas Burns, a bookmaker, of Merrion 
square, Dublin, who had been charged with 
causing the death of Mrs. Rose Reilly, house- 
keeper at the Civic Guard ‘Barrack, Kinne- 
gad, through gross negligence in the driving 
of his motor car at a point on the Dublin 
road near Kinnegad, dod found guilty of the 
gross negligence alleged, came up for judg- 
ment at Westmeath Circuit Court in Mullin- 
gar yesterday. 

Mr. Burns, who was visibly affected at 
his trial, had assured the Judge that he 
would never drive a motor car again; and his 
solicitor stated that he was willing and 
anxious to pay to the two children of the 
deceased woman all the compensation that 
he could afford to pay. In these circum- 
stances Judge Wakely said that, if it were 
possible, he would prefer not to have to send 
the defendant to prison. He adjourned judg- 
ment to the present Sessions, insisting that 
meantime the sum of £200 compensation 
should be fully paid to the children.

Belfast Corporation, at a ial meeting 
yesterday, struck a ectantiached vaté of Ils. 
5d. in the , In accordance with the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee. 
This is an increase of 9d. in the pound, which 
is due principally to the increased demand 
from the Board of Guardians in consequence 
of out-door relief, arising out of unemploy- 
ment, 

Sir William Coates, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, said that in the case of 
the Education Committee it was estimated 
that at least £15,000 will be available towards 
the requirements, for the ensuing year. ‘On 
the other hand, we have had to meet demands 
that could not have been provided for in the 
estimates for 1926-1927. The settlement of 
the claim for the ex-Service men’s bonus will 
deplete.the balance to be carried forward by 
at least £6,000, and the amount payable to 
the Belfast Union for one moiety of the relief 
given under Section 13 of the Local Govern- 
ment Act of 1898 will probably require for 
the current year nearly £12,000. The demand 
of the Board of Guardians for 1927-1928 shows 
an increase of £29,410. In addition, it is 
estimated that the Caanty Borough of Belfast 
will have to pay to the union a further sum 
of £16,640, making the increase in the re- 
quirements for the coming year £46,050. That 
this increased expenditure is caused by the 
present wholly unprecedented trade depression 
is obvious, and one can only hope the burden 
of out-door relief will prove a passing difli- 
culty, and, with the improvement in trade, 
of which there are signs, will completely pass 
away.” 

Allowing for the inerease in the precept for 
poor relief, the aggregate of the net reguire- 
ments for municipal services| shows little 
change from last year’s total,| but the esti- 
mated credit balance to bé carried forward is 
£38,000, against £53,000 a year ago. 

LOAN CHARGES INCREASE. 

é The annual sums included in the estimates 
for interest and ‘debt repayment exceed 
£200,000, and some of these charges will con- 
tinue for another sixty-six years. From the 
viewpoint of a finance committee the most 
serious aspect is that during the last twelve 
months there has hardly been a single meet- 
ing of the Committce that did not bring from 
some quarter a request that the Finance Com- 
mittee should adorns additional commit- 
ments. On last Wednesday afternoon the 
Chairman of the Improvement Committee 
blandly informed us that he had a programme 
of road work which would require a mere 
£180,000. I have read that the Medical 
Adviser of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs wants additional villas built at 
Purdysburn, and the Chairman of the 
Asylum Committee has given his blessing 
to the building project. It is very 
delightful to see such hearty co-operation be- 
tween Government Departments and Cor- 
poration committees, who desire new roads, 
new buildings, and all sorts of improve- 
ments; but the financing of these schemes 
will be a very difficult problem, and the in- 
evitable increase in the annual loan charges 
will elicit angry protests ftom the general 
body of ratepayers, who never object to new 
schemes but only to the resultant taxation.”’ 

“The general body of ratepayers will ask 
why there is not a reduction in expenditure, 
and I can only ask the members of this 
Council to answer the question for them- 
selves. There are plenty of opportunities if 
there was the will to take advantage of 
them.”’ 

Sir William formally moved .the adoption 
of the estimates and the striking of the rate. 
EXPENDITURE CRITICISED. 
Councillor Holland protested against the 
rise in the rates. He was aware certain com- 
mittees were very consistent and steady in 
their efforts to curtail expenditure, but there 
were other committees which gave no ew- 
dence of such endeavour. In order to test 
the feeling of. the Council in regard to 
economy he moved that the estimates of the 
Improvement Committee, amounting to 
£347,483, be reduced by #£34,748>\ and the 
estimate be adjusted accordingly, it being 
left to the committee to consider in what 
direction they would effect this economy. 

THE CLEANSING DEPARTMENT. 

The Lord Mayor ruled the amendment out 
of order, as no items were specified.> 

Councillor Sweeney moved, as an amend- 
ment, that the Improvement Committee’s 
estimate be sent back, and that the amount 
be reduced by 5 per cent. on street cleansing 
—a matter of £17,000. ‘Two years ago the 
Improvement Committee gave a promise that 
owing to the reduction in the rates of cartage 
there would be a saving of some £15,000 the 
following year, but what actually happened 
was that a greater number of horses and 
carts were employed at the reduced scale, and 
the saving effected only amounted to a few 
thousand, 

The Lord Mayor—You referred to the 
Cleansing Department, and under that head- 
ing the total is £129,495. Do you desire that 
should be reduced by 5 per cent? 

Councillor. Sweeney answered in the affir- 
mative, and said he wanted the reduction in 
the Street Cleansing Department. 

The Lord Mayor said Councillor Sweeney 
would have to take each item and show how 
and where the 5 per cent. could be taken off. 

Councillor Mercer said if there was a 
reorganisation the 5 per cent. saving could 
easily be effected. He referred to the street 
sweepers, of which there were 400, and he 
alleged that each man wasted fully an hour 
daily at the meal hour, when he took his 
brush to the yard, and when he lifted it 
again and proceeded to the point where he 
had left off. This meant a loss of 2,400 
hours a week, and the financial aspect repre- 
sented £4,000 or £5,000 a year.

CORPORATION TIME-KEEPER 
LOSES HIS CASE. 

An interesting betting case came before Mr. 
F, J. MacCabe, District Justice, when, at 
Waterford Civil Bill Court yesterday, Mark
